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Philanthropy  is  giving  back. 

Philanthropy  is  conventionally  thought  to  be  giving  for  a  purpose  that  is  charitable, 
for  worthy  causes,  to  enable  less  financially  able  individuals  or  groups  to  increase 
their  resources,  or  to  simply  spread  the  wealth  in  reflection  of  a  fair  and  just  society. 
All  of  these  purposes  are  good,  but  few  philanthropic  donors  can  count  their  gift  as 
an  investment  in  the  future  well  being  of  themselves  and  those  they  love.

everyone  needs  a  nurse,  now  or  in  their  aging  future,  and  providing  resources  to  in¬ 
crease  the  nursing  population  is  as  good  an  investment  as  it  gets.

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Abstract  Art 
Concrete  Results

Who  would  have  imagined  that  de  Kooning,  Rothko,  and  Rauschenberg  would  be¬ 
come  saviors  of  nursing? 

No  one,  it's  safe  to  say,  since  these  giants  of  Abstract  Expressionism  had  little  or 
nothing  to  do  with  the  nursing  profession.  But  now  their  art  does.  In  2005,  New 
York  collectors  Donald  and  Barbara  Jonas  sold  half  of  their  collection  of  postwar  and 
contemporary  art  masterpieces  and  used  the  proceeds  to  establish  the  Jonas  Center 
for  Nursing  Excellence,  the  first  private  philanthropy  of  its  kind. 

Among  the  Center's  goals  are  to  promote  nurse  recruitment  and  retention,  increase 
ethnic  and  racial  diversity  among  the  nursing  workforce,  advance  innovative  practice 
models,  and  improve  practice  environments  in  New  York  City  and  beyond.  With  its 
unique  nursing-centric  focus,  sizeable  endowment,  and  a  board  of  advisors  that  reads 
like  a  page  ripped  from  Who's  Who  in  Medicine  and  Health  Care,  the  Jonas  Center 
is  quickly  making  a  name  for  itself. 


Following  the  credo , 

“If you  die  rich,  you  die 
poor,  ”  a  New  York  couple 
transforms  their  estimable 
collection  of  abstract  expres¬ 
sionist  art  into  a  philan¬ 
thropic  center  for  nursing 
excellence. 


As  James  R.  Tallon,  Jr.,  President  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund  and  a  Jonas  Center 
advisor,  notes,  "With  their  dedication  of  financial  resources  and  their  personal  com¬ 
mitment,  Donald  and  Barbara  Jonas  have  shined  a  spotlight  on  one  of  America's 
foremost  health  policy  challenges  —  the  supply,  quality,  and  preparation  of  our  nurs¬ 
ing  workforce." 


One  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Jonas  Center  is  Columbia  University  School 
of  Nursing,  which  to  date  has  received  grants  in  support  of  faculty  devel¬ 
opment  and  a  joint  venture  with  Beth  Israel  Medical  Center  focusing  on 
evidence-based  nursing. 


A  Windfall  for  Nursing 

The  story  of  the  improbable  link  between  abstract  art  and  nursing  be¬ 
gins  about  30  years  ago,  when  the  Jonases  began  collecting  art  to  fill 
the  blank  canvas  of  their  new  Fifth  Avenue  apartment.  What  started  as 
a  hobby  soon  turned  into  a  passion.  The  Jonases  studied  art,  toured 
galleries,  and  consulted  with  experts,  all  the  while  falling  in  love  with 
Abstract  Expressionism. 


Y  wanted  to  give  back,  to 
do  something  particularly 
for  New  York,  because  this  is 
where  we  have  our  roots. 

But  I  didn’t  know  where  to 
put  the  money.  ” 


In  those  days,  works  by  Pollock  and  his 
kindred  spirits  were  relatively  affordable, 
allowing  the  couple  to  amass  a  museum- 
quality  collection,  30  pieces  in  all.  "We 
never,  ever  bought  with  an  investment 
view,"  Mrs.  Jonas  was  quoted  in  The  New 
York  Times.  "We  bought  because  we  loved 
the  work,  and  we  never  sold  anything." 
Nonetheless,  the  art  did  turn  out  to  be  a 
spectacular  investment,  as  prices  for  these 
artists  doubled  and  doubled  again. 

One  day  in  2004,  Mr.  Jonas  decided  to 
sell  part  of  their  collection  and  give  the 
proceeds  to  charity.  "Donald  felt  strong¬ 
ly  that  if  you  die  rich,  you  die  poor,"  says 
Mrs.  Jonas.  "He  was  very  committed  to 
changing  this  world  and  doing  some¬ 
thing  while  we  were  alive." 


searched  the  possibilities  and  consulted 
with  experts  in  charitable  giving,  look¬ 
ing  for  "an  uncharted  beach"  along  the 
philanthropic  coastline.  In  time,  nursing 
came  to  the  fore.  "We  found  incredible 
people  in  the  nursing  world  —  the  real 
thing,  smart  and  tough  and  strong,"  says 
Mr.  Jonas.  "And  there's  a  sweetness  to 
them.  I  liked  it  all  the  more  because 
nursing  was  on  nobody's  radar." 

The  more  the  Jonases,  both  in  their  70s, 
learned  about  nursing,  the  more  they 
were  captivated.  "What  everybody  tells 
me,  nurses  are  the  backbone  of  the  health 
care  system,  yet  they  are  undervalued, 
underutilized,"  Mr.  Jonas  adds.  The  cou¬ 
ple  was  especially  alarmed  to  learn  that 
the  nation  faces  a  shortage  of  one  million 
nurses  by  2020,  a  recipe  for  disaster  for 
a  country  with  an  aging  population  and  a 
rising  rate  of  chronic  illness. 

From  consultations  with  leaders  in  prac¬ 
tice  and  academe,  including  Mary  O'Neil 
Mundinger,  DrPH,  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Nursing,  the  mission  of  the  Jonas  Center 
took  shape,  ultimately  focusing  on  nurse 
recruitment,  retention,  workforce  diver¬ 
sity,  innovative  practice  models,  and  im¬ 
provements  to  practice  settings. 

A  realist,  Mr.  Jonas  recognizes  that  the 
Jonas  Center  cannot  solve  all  of  nursing's 
dilemmas  on  its  own.  Rather,  he  sees 
the  role  of  the  Center  as  a  "convener," 
fostering  connections  among  key  players 
in  the  healthcare  system  who  can  have  a 
significant  impact  on  nursing. 

In  May  of  this  year,  for  example,  the  Jonas 
Center  organized  a  national  policy  forum 
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The  next  year,  the  Jonases  shipped  15 
of  their  prized  paintings  and  sculptures 
off  to  Christie's,  the  international  auction 
house.  News  of  the  impending  sale  elec¬ 
trified  the  art  world,  as  most  of  the  pieces 
had  not  been  on  the  market  for  decades. 
An  early  Willem  de  Kooning,  "Sail  Cloth" 
(oil,  enamel,  charcoal  and  graphite  on 
board),  fetched  some  $1 3  million,  while  a 
classic,  dark  red  Mark  Rothko  abstraction, 
"Untitled"  (oil  on  canvas),  brought  in  $10 
million.  All  told,  the  auction  raised  more 

than  $44  million. 

Giving  Back 

"I  wanted  to  give  back,  to  do  something 
particularly  for  New  York,  because  this 
is  where  we  have  our  roots,"  Mr.  Jonas 
says.  "But  I  didn't  know  where  to  put  the 
money. " 

In  characteristic  fashion,  the  Jonases  re¬ 


on  nursing  education  and  practice  at  the 
Dirksen  Senate  Building  in  Washington, 
D.C.  The  event,  co-sponsored  by  Senators 
Jack  Reed  (D-RI)  and  Charles  Schurmer  (D- 
NY)  and  hosted  by  Louis  W.  Sullivan,  MD, 
former  secretary  for  Health  and  Human 
Services  and  Jonas  Center  board  mem¬ 
ber,  attracted  representatives  from  the  of¬ 
fices  of  elected  officials,  the  Department 
of  Labor,  the  Senate  Finance  Committee, 
and  the  Special  Committee  on  Aging. 

Who  will  care  for  me? 

The  idea  of  bringing  together  different  el¬ 
ements  of  the  healthcare  system  was  also 
behind  the  Center's  "Who  Will  Care  for 
Me?"  grant  program,  which  was  launched 
in  2006  to  foster  collaborations  between 
nursing  schools  and  clinical  settings. 

Eleven  grants  were  awarded,  one  of  which 
went  to  the  Columbia  University  School 
of  Nursing  and  Beth  Israel  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter.  Under  this  particular  grant,  the  two 
institutions  created  several  small  teams, 


each  consisting  of  two  students,  one  clini¬ 
cal  nurse  leader,  and  one  staff  nurse,  who 
combined  their  talents  to  implement  evi¬ 
dence-based  changes  in  nursing  practice. 

To  familiarize  the  teams  with  evidence- 
based  processes,  all  members  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  Assessing  Clinical  Evidence 
course  at  the  School  of  Nursing,  which 
taught  participants  how  to  critically  ap¬ 
praise  the  quality  and  applicability  of 
published  evidence  and  use  a  variety  of 
electronic  sources  to  access  current  best 
practices.  During  the  course,  the  teams 
identified  a  project,  which  was  then  put 
into  practice  and  evaluated.  The  ultimate 
goal  of  the  program  was  to  improve  the 
work  environment  for  nursing,  attract  and 
retain  nurses,  and  improve  the  quality  of 
patient  care.  The  program,  led  by  Patricia 
Stone,  PhD,  Associate  Professor  of  Nurs¬ 
ing,  ended  this  summer,  but  there  are 
plans  to  apply  for  a  continuation  grant.

“Who  Will  Care  for  Me?”  grant 
recipients  listening  to  grant 
presentations. 
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Another  "Who  Will  Care  for  Me?"  grant 
helped  establish  a  leadership  academy 
aimed  at  increasing  nurse  retention  rates. 
In  this  ambitious  effort,  involving  the  New 
York  City  Health  &  Hospitals  Corporation 
(HHC)  and  four  area  nursing  schools,  360 
nurses  (18  percent  of  the  total  number  of 
the  nurses  employed  by  HHC)  are  partici¬ 
pating  in  an  intensive,  year-long  leadership 
and  business  skills-building  program. 

Faculty  shortage 
In  2008,  the  Jonas  Center  turned  its 
grantmaking  efforts  toward  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  nursing  faculty. 


"Much  of  the  attention  paid  to  the 
nation's  nursing  crisis  focuses  on  clini¬ 
cal  practice,  where  the  shortfall  is  most 
visible  to  the  public,"  notes  Marilyn  A. 
DeLuca,  PhD,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Jonas  Center.  "However,  faculty  devel¬ 
opment  is  crucial  to  ensure  we  can  train 
the  next  generation  of  nurses  who  will 
provide  individuals  and  communities  ac¬ 
cess  to  quality  healthcare  and  services." 

According  to  the  National  League  for  Nurs¬ 
ing  (NLN),  the  shortage  of  nurse  educators 
caused  more  than  88,000  qualified  appli¬ 
cants  nationwide  to  be  denied  admission 
to  nursing  programs  in  2005-2006  alone. 


Making  matters  worse,  of  the  32,000  nurs¬ 
es  in  academe  in  the  U.S.,  half  intend  to 
retire  within  ten  years  and  an  alarming  21 
percent  plan  to  do  so  in  the  next  five  years, 
the  NLN  reported  in  2007. 

To  help  remedy  this  situation,  the  Jonas 
Center  has  launched  the  $2. 5-million  Jonas 
Nursing  Scholars  Program,  which  will  sup¬ 
port  the  education  of  six  doctoral  students 
in  nursing  and  allow  the  host  institutions  to 
expand  their  postgraduate  enrollments. 

Each  scholar  will  each  receive  four  years 
of  funding  for  tuition  and  living  stipends, 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $70,000  per  year

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per  scholar  through  forgivable  loans.  In 
return,  the  scholars  must  agree  to  com¬ 
plete  a  doctoral  degree  in  four  years, 
to  limit  salaried  employment  during  the 
course  of  study,  to  begin  teaching  nurs¬ 
ing  full-time  in  the  New  York  City  met¬ 
ropolitan  area  within  four  months  of  de¬ 
gree  completion,  and  to  remain  teaching 
in  the  area  for  a  minimum  of  four  years. 

Three  of  the  six  Jonas  Nursing  Scholar¬ 
ships  were  awarded  to  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity  School  of  Nursing. 

To  expand  its  reach,  the  Jonas  Center  is 
using  the  scholars  program  as  the  foun¬ 
dation  for  a  nationwide  Nursing  Schol¬ 
ars  Collaborative  that  will  engage  other 
donors  in  similar  pursuits.  The  Center  is 
aiming  for  the  collaborative  to  collective¬ 
ly  support  25  doctoral  nursing  students 
over  the  next  six  years,  and  to  evaluate 
the  progress  and  impact  of  the  program. 


What  lies  ahead 

The  walls  of  the  Jonases'  apartment  are 
a  bit  barer  these  days,  but  the  Jonases 
don't  seem  to  mind.  "We  lived  with  the 
paintings,  and  we  loved  them,"  says  Mrs. 
Jonas,  who  prefers  to  talk  about  the  Cen¬ 
ter  rather  than  the  works  of  art  that  made 
it  possible. 

"The  exciting  story  is  what  lies  ahead, 
adds  Mr.  Jonas,  continuing  his  wife's 
thought.  "We  can  do  so  much  more. 
And  whatever  we  are  doing  can  travel 
to  other  places.  We  need  more  people 
to  support  nursing,  especially  at  the  na¬ 
tional  level.  We've  got  to  put  nursing  at 
the  top  of  the  list."

a  portrait  of  the  philanthropists 


Barbara  Jonas  was  one  of  the  first  stu¬ 
dents  to  enroll  in  the  now-famous  High 
School  of  Performing  Arts,  with  designs 
on  becoming  an  actress.  Upon  gradua¬ 
tion,  she  enrolled  at  Sarah  Lawrence  Col¬ 
lege,  where  she  studied  psychology  and 
literature.  After  two  years,  she  left  college 
to  get  married,  putting  any  thoughts  of  a 
career  on  hold.  She  spent  the  next  two 
decades  raising  her  children,  but  kept 
current  by  reading  the  literature  on  child 
psychology  and  volunteering  at  the  Child 
Study  Association,  which  evaluated  new 
studies  in  the  field. 

"I  was  always  interested  in  what  makes 
people  tick,  and  in  why  some  of  us  do 
well  and  why  some  of  us  fall  through  the 
cracks,"  she  says. 

Once  her  children  were  grown,  Mrs. 
Jonas  decided  to  practice  psychology, 
not  just  read  about  it.  She  returned  to 
school,  first  completing  her  long-de¬ 
layed  degree  at  Sarah  Lawrence  and 
then  earning  a  master's  in  social  work  at 
Yeshiva  University.  Next,  she  became  a 
licensed  psychotherapist,  practicing  in¬ 
dividual,  marital,  and  family  counseling. 
She  also  served  for  a  time  as  vice  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Community  Services  Board 
of  the  New  York  City  Department  of 
Mental  Health,  Mental  Retardation  and 
Alcoholism  Services. 

Ever  since,  she's  led  a  busy  life  in  both 
the  arts  and  the  sciences.  For  more  than 
two  decades,  she  served  as  the  lay  mem¬ 


ber  of  the  Institutional  Review  Board  at 
NYU  School  of  Medicine  and  is  currently 
a  member  of  the  Columbia  Presbyterian 
Health  Sciences  Advisory  Council.  In 
1992,  she  established  the  Barbara  Jonas 
Centers  for  the  Study  and  Treatment  of 
Children  at  Risk  in  the  Departments  of 
Psychiatry  at  New  York  University  and 
Columbia  University.  In  addition,  she  has 
served  on  the  boards  of  the  Alvin  Ailey 
American  Dance  Theater  and  the  Gug¬ 
genheim  Museum. 

The  name  Donald  Jonas  is  well  known  to 
those  in  the  business  world.  Shortly  af¬ 
ter  finishing  high  school,  he  entered  the 
family  retail  business,  beginning  a  long 
and  distinguished  career.  "I  started  some 
businesses,  and  I  had  some  good  ones 
and  some  less  than  good  ones,"  says  Mr. 
Jonas,  downplaying  his  achievements. 

The  record  reveals  that  he  was  found¬ 
er  and  chairman  of  the  Barbara  Lynn 
stores  and  its  successor  company, 
Belscott  Retailers,  both  of  which  were 
listed  on  the  American  Stock  Exchange 
from  1953  to  1975. 

"I  lived  a  New  Yorker's  life,"  he  says.  "I 
went  to  work,  raised  children,  didn't  have 
too  much  time  for  art  or  anything  else  in 
those  days."  Later,  he  was  a  co-found¬ 
er  of  the  Lecther's  Housewares  chain, 
which  he  led  from  1973  until  he  retired 
in  2001. 


Mr.  Jonas'  philanthropic  side  emerged 
well  before  the  creation  of  the  Jonas 
Center.  Since  1963,  he  has  served  as  a 
trustee  and  an  honorary  trustee  of  the 
Horace  Mann  School.  He  has  also  served 
on  the  boards  of  the  Kipp  Academy  Char¬ 
ter  School  in  the  Bronx,  the  Guggenheim 
Museum  Business  Board,  the  American 
Jewish  Congress,  and  Cancer  Care,  Inc. 

He  started  the  Read  to  Feed  Program  in 
New  York  City  public  and  private  schools 
for  Heifer  International  and  remains  ac¬ 
tive  with  Heifer  programs.  He  also  sup¬ 
ports  educational  and  medical  programs 
in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

The  Jonases,  who  have  homes  in  New 
York,  Greenwich,  CT,  and  the  Dominican 
Republic,  have  been  married  for  more 
than  fifty  years  and  have  two  children 
and  two  grandchildren. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  School  of  Nursing 
awarded  its  Second  Century  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Health  Care  to  Barbara 
and  Donald  Jonas  in  recognition  of 
their  "transformative  gift"  to  nursing  in 
New  York.

This  Changes  Everything’ 

Not  long  ago,  Annie  Rohan  '91  found  "This  changes  everything,"  says  Ms.  Ro-

han,  a  certified  nurse  practitioner  in  both 
neonatology  and  pediatrics.  "I  love  what 
I  do,  but  it  was  always  my  dream  to  go 
back  to  school  and  attain  a  PhD.  However, 
I  have  three  children.  I  made  a  personal 
vow  to  achieve  the  degree  at  the  highest 
level  possible  and  without  compromising 
my  children's  college  savings." 

Ms.  Rohan  had  received  scholarship  of¬ 
fers  from  other  schools,  "but  they  weren't 
Columbia  University,"  she  adds.  The  Jo¬ 
nas  Scholarship  resolved  her  dilemma. 

After  finishing  her  master's  degree  in  ma¬ 
ternal-child  health  from  Columbia,  Ms. 
Rohan  joined  the  staff  of  New  York  Hos¬ 
pital  -  Cornell  Medical  Center.  Later, 
while  working  for  a  private  pediatric 
neurosurgical  practice,  she  was 
the  first  nurse  practitioner  to 
obtain  admitting  privileges  at 
Long  Island  Jewish  Medical  Cen- 


Most  recently,  she  was  a 
neonatal  nurse  practi¬ 
tioner  at  Stony  Brook 
University  Hospital  on 
Long  Island,  taking  care 
of  high-risk  neonates,  with 
a  specialty  interest  in  high- 
risk  populations,  especially  mi¬ 
norities,  adolescent  mothers,  and 
survivors  of  extreme  prematurity.

No  stranger  to  scholarly  practice,  Ms.  Ro¬ 
han  has  published  several  articles  and  has 
precepted  medical  students.  As  a  clinician, 
she  has  demonstrated  the  significant  ben¬ 
efit  of  proactive  over  reactive  management 
approaches  to  neonatal  intensive  care. 

In  her  doctoral  studies,  she  aims  to  carry 
this  approach  over  to  maternal  behav¬ 
iors  in  vulnerable  populations,  with  the 
goal  of  improving  birth  outcomes,  par¬ 
enting  behaviors,  and  child  develop¬ 
ment.  She  is  also  interested  in  hospice 
care  for  children  and  the  bioethics  of 
newborn  intensive  care. 

"I  love  this  profession,  and  I  so  want  to 
continue  doing  it,  but  at  a  different  level. 

I  see  myself  practicing  for  many  more  de¬ 
cades,  but  I  also  want  to  help  develop 
policy  and  curriculum.  It  is  difficult  to  do 
that  on  a  significant  scale  in  the  clinical 
setting  and  without  the  knowledge  that 
one  gains  from  a  doctoral  education," 
she  explains. 

"I  don't  know  how  to  thank  the  Jonas 
family,"  adds  Ms.  Rohan.  "Everyone  is 
concerned  about  the  shortage  of  nurs¬ 
es,  but  until  now,  the  mission  hasn't 
been  embraced.  Their  vision  is  simply 
remarkable."

If  the  intent  of  the  Jonas  Nursing  Schol 
arship  is  to  encourage  more  nurses  to 
pursue  teaching  careers,  it  worked  like  a 
charm  on  Shanelle  Nelson. 

Ms.  Nelson,  a  quality  management  spe¬ 
cialist  for  the  pediatric  cardiac  and  lung 
transplant  program  at  Morgan  Stanley 
Children's  Hospital  of  NewYork-Presby- 
terian,  was  already  thinking  about  get¬ 
ting  a  doctorate  in  nursing,  but  mainly  to 
strengthen  her  research  skills.  "I  hadn't 
even  thought  about  teaching  until  I  was 
offered  the  scholarship,"  she  says. 


served  as  a  research  assistant  on  a  study 
entitled,  "Re-admission  Factors  in  Com¬ 
munity  Dwelling  Elderly  with  Acute  Heart 
Failure."  She  also  worked  part-time  in  the 
neonatal  intensive  care  unit  at  Children's 
Hospital  in  Philadelphia. 

Next,  she  joined  the  staff  at  NewYork- 
Presbyterian,  developing  an  interest  in 
hospital  nursing  workforce  issues,  such  as 
the  relationship  of  staffing,  shift  length, 
and  fatigue  to  patient  safety.  She  intends 
to  delve  further  into  workforce  issues 
during  her  PhD  studies  at  Columbia. 


It  wasn't  just  the  financial  support  that 
convinced  her.  The  scholarship,  which  re¬ 
quires  recipients  to  teach  for  four  years 
in  New  York  City  after  graduation,  "gave 
me  a  more  clear-cut  direction,"  she  says. 
"It  got  me  thinking  that  teaching  is  an 
inevitable  part  of  professional  advance¬ 
ment.  You  teach  what  you  know." 

A  native  of  New  York,  Ms.  Nelson  started 
her  career  as  a  hospital  administrator  at 
Memorial  Sloan  Kettering  Cancer  Center 
in  Manhattan.  Desiring  more  patient  in¬ 
teraction,  she  enrolled  in  nursing  school 
and  worked  part-time  as  a  nurse  techni¬ 
cian  in  a  post-anesthesia  care  unit. 


"I'm  also  interested  in  complementary 
and  alternative  therapies,  particularly  in 
neonatal  intensive  care,"  she  adds.  "I've 
been  fascinated  with  Kangaroo  Care,"  the 
practice  of  placing  preemies,  clad  only  in 
diapers,  on  the  parent's  bare  chest,  tum¬ 
my  to  tummy.  Developed  at  Columbia, 
Kangaroo  Care  has  been  found  to  signifi¬ 
cantly  lower  infant  mortality  rates. 

Ms.  Nelson  looks  forward  to  the  day, 
about  four  years  from  now,  when  she  will 
be  a  nursing  professor,  with  a  new  set  of 
skills  and  experiences.  "It  will  be  a  great 
opportunity  to  share  that  with  other  nurs¬ 
es,"  she  says. 


In  2004,  she  entered  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  School  of  Nursing,  where 
she  earned  a  master's  degree  in  health 
leadership.

Ellen  Gottesman  Garber,  Class  of '76,  had 
been  out  of  nursing  for  two  decades,  so 
it  was  not  surprising  that  the  nursing  pro¬ 
fession  and  her  alma  mater  were  barely 
on  her  radar.  That  all  changed  in  a  matter 
of  hours. 

Several  years  ago,  she  found  herself 
back  in  the  hospital,  this  time  as  a  pa¬ 
tient  under  the  care  of  nurses  who  were 
certainly  competent,  though  not  excep¬ 
tional.  "When  I  saw  what  my  standards 
were  for  nursing  care,  and  what  I  had  ex¬ 
perienced  as  a  patient,  it  really  woke  me 
up  to  the  terrific  education  I  was  given," 
she  recalls. 

After  her  brush  with  garden-variety  nurs¬ 
es,  she  began  paying  more  attention  to 
what  was  happening  at  the  School  of 
Nursing.  She  was  particularly  pleased  to 
learn  that  the  School  had  been  consis¬ 
tently  raising  its  educational  standards, 
requiring  all  students  to  aim  toward  a 
master's  and  encouraging  more  and 
more  to  pursue  a  doctorate. 

Ms.  Garber  was  also  impressed  with  the 
caliber  of  the  students,  as  well  as  their 
dedication  to  society's  great  challenges. 
"Many  of  them  intend  to  work  in  inner 
cities  or  in  clinics  that  serve  families  and 
children,"  she  says.  "That's  terrific." 

"All  this  happened  at  a  time  in  my  life 
when  I  could  start  giving,"  she  adds,  "so 


I  decided  to  start  giving  directly  to  the 
Annual  Fund." 

By  contributing  to  the  fund,  which 
goes  directly  to  student  financial  aid, 
Ms.  Garber  is  ensuring  that  bright  and 
dedicated  students  will  get  the  same 
educational  opportunities  she  once  had. 
"I  had  a  terrific  experience  at  Columbia," 
she  remembers.  "It  was  a  great  medical 
center  back  then,  and  I  imagine  it  is  even 
better  now.  There  were  people  in  every 
field  of  nursing  or  medicine  who  were 
willing  to  teach  you  whatever  you  wanted 
to  learn.  And  you  felt  you  were  an  equal 
member  of  a  team,  rather  than  just  the 
person  who  was  waiting  to  be  told  what 
to  do." 

Ambitious  and  civic-minded,  Ms.  Garber 
is  not  all  that  different  from  the  nursing 
students  of  today.  After  graduating  from 
Columbia,  she  joined  the  staff  of  the 
prestigious  Denver  Children's  Hospital, 
looking  for  an  adventure  far  away  from 
her  New  Jersey  home.  A  year  later,  an 
opportunity  came  along  to  work  in  labor 
and  delivery  at  Denver  City  Hospital,  a 
public  hospital.  "It  certainly  was  a  big 
switch  from  caring  for  very  sick  children," 
she  says.  "There  is  nothing  like  labor  and 
delivery.  Women  having  babies  are  basi¬ 
cally  healthy  and  for  the  most  part  need 
a  little  care  in  an  intense  time.  The  out¬ 
comes  were  generally  great,  although 
we  did  have  many  poor  patients  who 


had  no  prenatal  care.  There  were  some 
unhappy  outcomes,  of  course."  After  a 
few  years,  she  switched  specialties  once 
again,  moving  on  to  Rocky  Mountain 
Planned  Parenthood  as  a  family-planning 
nurse  practitioner. 

In  time,  she  planned  a  family  of  her  own 
and  left  nursing,  with  some  regrets.  "But 
as  people  say,  once  a  nurse,  always  a 
nurse,"  she  says.  "The  skills  I  learned 
in  nursing  -  how  to  assess  a  situation  to 
make  a  plan  and  solve  problems  -  are 
skills  that  I've  been  able  to  use  in  so 
many  things  I've  done,  not  just  in  nurs¬ 
ing  care."  They  certainly  came  in  handy 
during  her  own  pregnancy  and  her  years 
rearing  children. 

Ms.  Garber  and  her  family  moved  back 
East  some  years  ago,  settling  in  West¬ 
chester  and  then  in  New  Jersey  Just  this 
winter,  she  and  her  husband,  who  works 
in  commercial  real  estate,  found  an 
apartment  on  Riverside  Drive  in  Manhat¬ 
tan,  just  up  the  road  from  the  School  of 
Nursing. 

These  days,  Ms.  Garber  keeps  busy  with 
a  variety  of  activities,  ranging  from  bik¬ 
ing  and  travel  to  community  work  and 
philanthropy.  "I'm  always  volunteering 
somewhere,"  she  says.

"I  always  joked  around  that  if  I  had  to  pick 
a  completely  new  career,  I  would  become 
a  nurse-midwife,"  says  Sara  Church. 

No  one  took  her  seriously,  not  even  Ms. 
Church  herself.  "I  didn't  even  know  if  there 
were  many  midwives  left,"  she  adds. 

However,  after  three  years  working  in  a 
cytogenetics  lab  at  NewYork- Presbyterian 
Hospital  diagnosing  chromosome  ab¬ 
normalities,  the  idea  didn't  seem  so  far¬ 
fetched.  "I  loved  my  work  in  the  lab,"  she 
says,  "but  I  wanted  that  patient  connec¬ 
tion  and  to  get  to  know  the  people  be¬ 
hind  the  laboratory  specimens.  I  decided 
I  was  going  to  follow  my  dreams  and  go 
back  to  school  and  study  midwifery." 

"The  scholarship  and  grant  money  of¬ 
fered  by  the  School  of  Nursing  really  made 
that  possible,"  adds  Ms.  Church,  who  was 
awarded  the  Helen  Ellison  Ellenberger  '57 
Nursing  Scholarship.  "Other  schools  had 
slightly  lower  tuition,  but  offered  less  schol¬ 
arship  money  and  more  loans." 


Ms.  Church,  who  hails  from  Norwalk,  CT, 
enrolled  in  Columbia's  Combined  BS/MS 
Program,  an  accelerated  nursing  curricu¬ 
lum  for  non-nurse  college  graduates,  de¬ 
signed  to  prepare  students  for  a  career  in 
advanced-practice  nursing. 

She  has  just  completed  the  final  "inte¬ 
gration"  phase  of  the  nurse-midwifery 
program,  working  in  a  federally  funded 
health  clinic  at  Phelps  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Tarrytown,  NY.  During  the  year-long 
clinical  practicum,  she  received  hands- 
on  experience  in  a  prenatal  clinic  and  a 
labor  and  delivery  unit,  mostly  serving 
uninsured  and  underinsured  patients. 

The  experience  has  helped  shape  her  ca¬ 
reer  plans.  "I  would  like  to  stay  in  the  New 
York  City  area  and  to  work  with  under¬ 
served  populations,  helping  women  have 
healthy,  normal  childbirth  experiences," 
she  says. 

During  her  studies,  Ms.  Church  got  a 
taste  of  academe,  co-authoring  a  paper  in 
The  Journal  of  Obstetric,  Gynecologic,  & 
Neonatal  Nursing.  The  paper  reported  on 
a  study  that  examined  which  method  of 
pushing  -  passive  descent  or  early  push¬ 
ing  -  most  benefits  women  with  epidurals 
during  second-stage  labor.  She  is  currently 
preparing  a  second  paper  for  The  Journal 
of  Midwifery  and  Women's  Health.  "The 
environment  at  Columbia  is  so  supportive 
of  research  and  academics,"  she  says.  "It's 
easy  to  do  there." 

Ms.  Church  can't  say  enough  about  her 
Columbia  experience:  "There  were  so 
many  people  involved  in  educating  us  - 
from  the  professors  to  the  administrators 
to  the  donors  -  and  it  takes  every  single 
one  of  them  to  get  us  through  it.  I  cer¬ 
tainly  appreciate  all  of  it."

Two  of  the  five  NIH^Tunded  TRANSFORM 
traineeships  offered  in  the  second  round 
of  support  were  awarded  to  School  of 
Nursing  DNSc  students.  First  year  stu¬ 
dents  NOWAI  KELEEKAI  and  KEILA  TOR¬ 
RES  joined  second  year  student  MILLIE 
HEPBURN-SMITH  as  part  of  a  cohort  often 
recipients  of  the  CTSA  funded  research 
traineeships  in  clinical  and  translational 
research.  The  award  supports  tuition  and 
stipend  for  one  year  of  course  work  and 
research  practicum  with  a  co-mentor  in 
another  discipline. 

KRISTINE  GEBBIE,  DRPH,  the  Elizabeth 
Standish  Gill  Professor  of  Nursing  and 
Director  of  the  Center  for  Health  Policy, 
received  a  three-year,  $200,000  grant 
from  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention  to  identify  all  state  statutes 
and  local  ordinances  related  to  commu¬ 
nity  water  fluoridation  and  to  build  a  da¬ 


tabase  of  laws  and  legislative  processes 
around  the  nation.  This  database  will  be 
used  to  develop  resources  that  address 
how  jurisdictions  have  approached  legal 
issues  to  fluoridation,  promoted  regula¬ 
tion,  or  defended  constitutional  and  stat¬ 
utory  challenges. 

PATRICIA  STONE,  MPH,  PHD,  has  been 
awarded  $1.5  million  for  "Prevention  of 
Nosocomial  Infections  and  Cost-Effec¬ 
tiveness  Analysis."  This  three  year  study, 
funded  by  NINR,  will  describe  infection 
control  department  staffing  and  inter¬ 
ventions  implemented  in  ICUs  across  the 
nation.  Members  of  the  research  team 
include  collaborators  from  RAND,  the 
CDC,  JCAHO,  as  well  as  other  faculty 
from  Columbia,  Harvard,  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh  and  the  University  of  Illinois 
at  Chicago.

RICHARdSw  GARFIELD,  DRPH,  the 
Henrik  H.  Bendixen  Clinical  Professor  of 
International  Nursing,  has  been  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  World  Health  Organization 
as  the  director  of  the  first  international 
office  for  assessing  and  responding  to 
humanitarian  needs  in  crisis  countries. 
Dr.  Garfield  will  spend  the  next  year  in 
Geneva  continuing  a  trajectory  of  work 
he  initiated  several  years  ago.  Dr.  Gar¬ 
field  has  traveled  to  Iraq,  Afghanistan, 
Palestine,  Indonesia,  Nicaragua,  Sudan, 
Cuba,  Colombia,  Liberia  and  the  former 
Republic  of  Yugoslavia  in  his  efforts  to 
make  known  the  problems  facing  civilian 
populations  in  time  of  crisis  -  either  natu¬ 
ral  disasters  or  war.

PATRICIA  STONE,  PHD,  MPH,  has  been 
funded  by  AHRQ  to  conduct  a  study  enti¬ 
tled,  "Exploratory  Study  Using  Queueing 
Theory  to  Improve  Nurse  Staffing  Effec¬ 
tiveness."  The  long  term  goal  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  of  research  is  to  improve  the  quality 
of  nursing  services  at  the  bedside  by  de¬ 
veloping  a  framework  for  using  queueing 
models  to  identify  nurse  staffing  needs 
across  a  variety  of  settings.  This  study  will 
also  help  inform  the  development  and 
use  of  hospital  information  technology 
systems  in  capturing  operational  data 
to  facilitate  nurse  staffing  decisions.  This 
proposal  was  developed  in  collaboration 
with  SUZANNE  BAKKEN,  KRISTINE  GEB- 
BIE  and  HAOMIAO  JIA  from  the  School  of 
Nursing,  Linda  Green  from  the  Business 
School,  and  Trish  Quinlan  and  Stephanie 
Goldberg  from  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery.  This  two  year  study  was  award¬ 
ed  $470,000. 

Dr.  Stone  also  received  funding  from  the 
NINR/NIH  for  a  R01  three  year  grant  for 
$1 .4  million  for  a  study  entitled  "Preven¬ 


tion  of  Nosocomial  Infections  and  Cost 
Effectiveness  Analysis." 

SUZANNE  BAKKEN,  DNSC,  Alumni  Professor 
of  Nursing,  and  KATHLEEN  HICKEY,  EDD, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Nursing,  received 
two  of  the  four  awards  for  their  propos¬ 
als  in  the  planning  phase  of  the  Irving 
Institute's  Interdisciplinary  Pilot  Award 
for  studies  in  Clinical  and  Translational 
Research.  These  six  month  planning 
awards  of  $25,000,  provide  support  for 
a  newly  assembled  junior-senior  inves¬ 
tigative  team  to  carry  out  the  planning, 
development  and  submission  of  a  trans¬ 
lational  study  addressing  a  major  health 
problem  using  cross-disciplinary  ap¬ 
proaches.  To  meet  the  goals  of  the  Irving 
Institute,  planning  phase  activities  must 
incorporate  the  use  of  external  consul¬ 
tants,  demonstrate  new  cross-disciplin¬ 
ary  collaborations  and  involve  junior  in¬ 
vestigators  in  meaningful  ways.  The  final 
applications  will  be  judged  both  on  their 
descriptions  of  planning  phase  activities 
and  the  actual  work  that  is  proposed.  Dr. 


Bakken's  project,  in  collaboration  with  Dr. 
T.  Pickering  is  "The  Applications  of  Infor¬ 
mation  and  Communication  Technology 
for  Preventing  and  Treating  Chronic 
Disease"  and  Dr.  Hickey's  is  "GATHER: 
Genetic  Arrhythmia  Testing  Helping 
Evaluate  Risk." 

The  National  Institute  of  Nursing  Research 
awarded  Columbia  University  School  of 
Nursing  $2,362,21 1  to  continue  the  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Evidence-based  Practice  (CEBP) 
in  the  Underserved  for  an  additional  five 
years.  Led  by  SUZANNE  BAKKEN,  DNSC, 
Principal  Investigator,  the  primary  aim  of 
CEBP  is  to  facilitate  the  development  of 
biobehavioral  research  capacity  in  self¬ 
management  for  underserved  popula¬ 
tions.  It  establishes  four  courses  led  by 
interdiciplinary  scientists:  Administrative 
(SUZANNE  BAKKEN  and  ELAINE  LAR¬ 
SON,  PHD);  Self-Management,  Biobe¬ 
havioral  and  Informatics  (NANCY  REAME, 
PHD  and  Karina  Davidson,  PhD);  Design, 
Methods,  Biostatistics,  and  Economic 
Analysis  (JOYCE  ANASTASI,  PHD,  DNP,

and  HAOMIAO  J I  A,  PHD);  and  Dissemina¬ 
tion  and  Translation  (MARY  BYRNE,  PHD, 
and  ENEIDA  MENDONCA,  MD,  PHD).  The 
four  feasibility  studies  that  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  five  years  will  be  led 
by  SON  faculty:  SALLY  ABOELELA,  PHD;

DNSC. 

LEANNE  CURRIE,  DNSC,  was  funded  by 
the  National  Institute  of  Nursing  Research 
of  the  NIH  for  a  two  year  R21  study  en¬ 
titled  "Electronic  Communication  for  An¬ 
timicrobial  Management  (ECAM)."
